from which water, drop Iff drop,wiB

ture. Such bowla were call*! wtter- 
dlockr-. It was then obserwd .how 
much water from such DOW! or ««, 
from sunrise till the shortest ehadr. 
ow, trickled down into another bowl 
placed beneath; and thta time, be- 
ing the half of the whole solar day, 
was divided into ai* hours. Cw- 
> they took a sixth of tbe 


watt* which had trickled dowo)r*«»- 
<d it into the upper bowt.wd thw 
dligchargedaftDr oh« hour hid ex- 
pired. Bat afterwards a more con- 
venient arrangement was made; they 
observed how hwjh the water at 
each hour had risen in the lower 
bowl, marking these points, and 
thus finding put how many hours 
were till sunrise. 


With the Chinese, the water-ctook 


or clepsydra, are very old. Th»y 
used a round vessel filled with wa- 
ter, with a hole in the bottom.whidi 
was placed npon another '"""'••T 
While the water in the upper vessel 
passes down into the lower Ve«el it 
subsided by degrees, Mn<J"";™f 
thereby the part of time ertasw. 
ilThe Babylonians are said to have 
used such intonate; from them the 
Greeks of Asia Minor got them, at 
the time of King Cyrus, about the 
rear 560 before Christ, The Ec- 
mansdid not get the first water- 
clock before Christ. 
But, though 


the hours oi the clepsydras did no] 
vary in length, theyrtffl counted 
from the morning, When we dock: 
with ua strikes seven, the ancients 
counted one; when the dock with 
us strikes twelve the ancienta ooaatr 
ed nix, and eo on. 
This method o 


counting the hour was, according to 
the New Testament, also cnstomar 
in Palestine at the time of Christ 
The wafer-clocks had the advantag 
that they could be used in the uighl 
and the Romans used them ifldivid 
their night watches, which were re- 
lieved four times, both summer and 
winter. Conformably to these four 
night watches were counted.not only 
ia Rome, but wherever a Roman 
garrison was Stationed; oonsequenfl* 
also in Palestine after she had be- 
come a Roman province.

NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—The 1'ost't 


Long Branch special says: "The rea- 
son, or one reason, for the delay of the 
bulletin this morning was the care ex- 
pended by the Burgeons on its phrase- 
ology. For tbe Snt time the surgeons 
commit themselves to the statement 
that the President Buffers from chronic 
blood-poisoning. Their language is in- 
tended to be reassuring, but it is easy 
to see that they feel anxiety as to the 
issue of the complications to-wbieh they 
refer. The language of the morning 
bulletin excites general comment. In 
the light of the history of the case it 
lias great significance. The surgeons 
in charge have, from the first, been ex- 
ceedingly reluctant to admit the pres- 
ence ot blood-poisoning in a dangerous 
degree. This may be duo to two rea- 
sons. First, to admit a presence of 
chronic pyasmia, is to acknowledge the 
desperate condition of their patient. 
Second, to do so says substantially that 
the theory of their outside critics is cor- 
rect. The sentiment of tbe medical 
irofession has within a few days, how- 
ever, grown to bo nearly unanimous in 
support of the pyaemia theory. The 
lymptoms are unmistakable. The vio- 
ently fluctuating pnlse is a sure indi- 
cation of serious poison, the action of 
tbe heart is weak and spasmodic, it 
works in spurts, whereas the pulse of a 
well man beats with regularity. Tbe 
tatement by Dr. Boynton, that tbe 
mlse has gone up to 130 and over at 
light, while it has been reported a few 
1 


tours before and after at 100, is a symp- 
tom, taken in contention with all the 
ironmstaoces, which clearly points to 
lywaia. Such being the case, the as- 
pect from day to day of those local 
roubles which the bulletin designates 
s 'the various septic accidents of the 
ase' is a matter of merely subsidiary 
onsequence. There may be an abscess 
n tbe lung to day or not; an operation 


may be performed to relieve an abscess 
today or not. These are incidents, 
nd, as such, worthy of note, but they 
re only incidents, and do not affect the 
eai nature and progress of the ease.

>f conns these figures sometimes vary, 
occasionally leaving a somewhat larger 
amount for the purchase of books. 


There are now belonging to the Libra- 


ry about 4,481 books. Of these, 79 an 


iferenoe books, many of which are so 
Id as to be nearly obsolete and almost 
useless as books of reference, 698 are of a 
character that are seldom called for, such 
as State and Government public docn- 


its, leaving about 8,700 books to clr- 


ate among upwards of 8,000 ticket hold- 
rs. 
Last year about 40,000 books were is- 
ned from tbe Library, which shows that 
ach book in actual circnlation is drawn 
welve times per year. In other words, 
he Library it entirely loantd out every 
month In tbe year. It is estimated Ihst 


ich book loaned is read by at least two 


persons. Tbe wear and tear of books 


isy be judged from these statistics. 
The Ladies' Library Association donat- 
d to the city 1679 books, and any,obser- 
er will perceive that over 14 years' wear 
as about used these volumes up. To ad- 
equately supply the 8,800 ticket holders 


lib a selection of books adapted to all 


ages and conditions, then ought to be at 
east 8,000 volcmes on tbe shelves. Tbe 
lly appropriation is amply sufficient to 
eep up the current expenses, but leaves 
nothing for the purchase of expensive 
Cyclopedias and other very necessary 
reference books, or Indeed of very valna- 
ile books of any kind. Tbe Library now 
eeds to be restocked with at lesst as 


many new books as were originally dona- 
d by the Ladies* Library Association.— 
'hia can only be done by pnblic subscrip- 
JOD. 
The cost of changing the Library to Its 


new and handsome quarters has been a 
severe drain upon its resources, and on- 
ess some considerable donations either 
n books or in cash an soon made, tbe 
finances tor tbe coming year will be ex 
xbansted, we fear, at least so far as the 
lurchue of the usual number of new 
looks is concerned. 
In conclusion, we beg to express tbe 


hope that If Mrs. Dr. Johns or any of her
